The lowest rates in years have been 
offered for the meeting of the American 
Library Association in Atlantie City, 
October 3rd to 9th. Fifteen day tickets 
ean be bought direct to Atlantic City 
under the certificate plan, or to New 
York with a stopover at Philadelphia, 
or to Philadelphia with a side trip to 
Atlantic City. For example, the fare 
from Des Moines to New York and re- 
turn, with stopover at Philadelphia, is 
$70.01; to Philadelphia, $63.53; direct 
to Atlaptic City, $66.62. These are the 
lowest fares in years. 

A special train for American Library 
Association members will be run from 
Chicago and will include a special pull- 
man for Iowa librarians if enough ap- 
ply.

A. L. A. Anniversary 


This is the great library year. Hun- 
dreds of librarians are helping to 
increase the Association’s membership 
from 6,745 to 10,000. They have al- 
ready pushed the figure up to the 8,000 
mark. Subscriptions to the $35,000 
Fiftieth Anniversary Fund amount to 
nearly $31,000, with several important 
cities and towns yet to be heard from. 
The exhibit (at Philadelphia) and the 
conference should be the greatest in 
our history. In addition, many libra- 
ries all over the country are releasing 
excellent publicity material and are 
planning local exhibits which will help 
to make the general public aware of 
the library’s existence and conscious 
of its importance. 

That librarians «are helping to make 
1926 the most ~morable year in the 
history of the library movement is 
evidenced by our Anniversary fund of 
approximately $31,000. Four thousand 














dollars is needed now to reach the 
goal of $35,000. 


California is the leading state, con- 
tributing $3,279.85—over one-tenth of 
the total. Close on her heels come 
Massachusetts and Illinois with gifts 
totaling $3,103.25 and $3,084.48, respec- 
tively. 

Contributions have come not only 
from individual libraries and _ libra- 
rians, but from state associations and 
library clubs. China, India and Japan 
have sent small contributions. 


And so in the words of C. B. Roden, 
chairman of the Fiftieth Anniversary 
Committee—‘ We give thanks and pro- 
ceed to observe—even to celebrate— 
our Fiftieth Anniversary, and bid our 
colleagues the world over to join us 
and to have their part in that oc- 
easion.’’—A. L. A. Bulletin, June, 1926.

A eall for material showing the 
growth of the library movement to be 
used in the Library Exhibit at the 
Sesquicentennial has been sent to the 
libraries of the state by the A. L. A.

In addition each library should hold 
a local exhibit at the County Fair or at 
some time during the fall in which not 
only the present work of the library 
is set forth but its early history and 
its growth made plain through charts, 
graphs, photos, ete. This is a worth- 
while piece of publicity which even 
a busy librarian should take time for.

District Meetings 
1926 
Probably because the places chosen 
for the district meetings this year were 
not as accessible as those of last year, 
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the attendance was not as large, total. 
ing only 321 against 394 in 1925. Last 
year, also, four of the meetings were 
held in the larger cities where the 
attendance is always greater whereas 
this year only one meeting was held 
in a large town, Marshalltown, which 
was naturally the largest meeting as 
it included the Des Moines delegation, 
Possibly next year it may seem wise 
to put in another meeting in the north- 
ern part of the state. 


Smaller attendance, however, does 
not necessarily imply that a meeting 
is less helpful or interesting. The ver- 
dict at all the meetings indicated that 
the librarians and trustees in attend- 
ance had found them profitable. 


Each meeting opened with a roll 
eall to which the librarians responded 
with a brief account of some new or 
outstanding thing undertaken in their 
libraries during the year. At the Mar. 
shalltown meeting the majority of the 
responses referred to extension work 
begun through city or rural branches. 
At another meeting redecoration of the 
libraries seemed to have made the 
greatest impression. 


In introducing the subject of ‘‘Other 
sources of securing library funds’’ Mrs. 
Sanders of the Algona Public Library 
spoke of the help which the Library 
Aid gave to her library. This is a elub 
whose aim is to help the library and 
their funds, secured by membership” 
and otherwise, are expended in supply 
ing library needs. There is a similar 
club at Hampton, at the Fairfield meet 
ing ene was also reported at Mt. Pleas 
ant. 


The subject of ‘‘Library gifts’’ was 
also related to sources of income and 
various librarians told of gifts of books 
and money. It was suggested that all” 
gifts must be accepted but might later” 
‘‘disappear’’ or be ‘‘out’’ when iF 
quired about. ‘ 


Numerous sugyestions were given for 
**Reducing the fiction cireulation’’ but” 





all agreed (1) That a library must 
have desirable nonfiction on its shelves 
and (2) that the librarian or desk at- 
tendant must know those books and be 
interested in having them read. 


‘Special lectures and talks in a li- 
brary’’ which are being successfully 
held in a number of libraries were also 
suggested as a means of securing the 
reading of nonfiction. 


Whether a librarian should order 
books for people of her community de- 
pended upon whether or not there is 
a book dealer in the community and 
his willingness to carry and order de- 
sirable books. Some librarians give 
the purchaser the benefit of the dis- 
count or part of it but the consensus 
of opinion seemed to be that there 
would be less danger of criticism from 
dealers if list price was charged and 
that the library was entitled to the 
discount. The reason for buying for 
borrowers was the opportunity for 
placing a better class of books espe- 
cially for children in the homes of the 
community. 


The subject of county libraries was 
presented at all of the meetings by 
Miss Barrette, chairman of the County 
Library Committee of the I. L. A. or 
Miss Robinson who called attention to 
the $300 voted for county library pur- 
poses at the Sioux City meeting stat- 
ing that this was possible beeause the 
expense of the Regional meeting haa 
been less than usual. 


Because of the generosity of the 
State University of lowa in the matter 
of the Iowa City program there will 
again be a surplus and it was suggested 
that another $300 would enable the 
purchase of a car to be used for demon- 
stration purposes at state and county 
fairs and other places in the state dur- 
ing the summer. 


_ After this presentation of the sub- 
ject at each meeting a motion was 
passed approving the authorization of 
an added appropriation of $300 by the 


Executive Board to the County Library 
Committee to be used toward a demon- 
stration car. A further notice of this 
ear will appear elsewhere. 


At the Marshalltown and West Lib- 
erty meetings Mr. Brigham gave his 
paper, ‘‘Fiction illustrating pioneer 
life in Iowa,’’ which added much to the 
pleasure of those in attendance. 


This year the practice was followed 
of asking one of the larger libraries in 
each district to be responsible for the 
book talks dividing it among the staff 
and the result was very satisfactory 
and the book talks given by the as- 
sistants were very creditable perform- 
ances. 


At all the meetings the economy of 
buying the re-enforeed books for fiction 
and juveniles was emphasized. 

Announcement was made at each 
meeting of the A. L. A. and I. L. A. 
meetings and membership and atten- 
tion was called to the A. L. A. Anni- 
versary. 

Suggestive buying lists for fiction, 
nonfiction and juveniles were distrib- 
uted at each meeting, also suggestions 
for help from the libraries to the Coun- 
ty Library Committee. 

Mr. Findlay, president of the I. L. A., 
being mayor of Fort Dodge was, much 
to his regret and that of the librarians, 
able to attend the Algona meeting 
only. Miss Barrette, first vice presi- 
dent and chairman of the County Li- 
brary Committee attended the meet- 
ings at Marshalltown, Lake City, West 
Liberty, Fairfield and Villisca ana 
added much to the interest of the 
meetings. 

The cordial reception by library 
boards and library staff members at 
each meeting added to the enjoyment 
of the visitors and the careful provision 
for lunch furnished a pleasant feature 
of the day. At Algona the visitors 
were entertained by the Ladies’ Aid in 
the home of Mrs. E. J. Murtagh, a 
member of the Aid and wife of one 
of the board members. 











Madera County Free Library 

Iowa and California: There is a 
sort of ‘‘Father and Son’’ relationship 
between the two. Anybody ‘who has 
lived in the two states realizes how 
dependent one is upon the other, and 
how much the people from the great 
corn state have in common with their 
western brothers. In fact, the south- 
ern part of the golden state has been 
so influenced by the yearly migration 
from Iowa that it is frequently referred 
to as ‘‘Iowa by the sea,’’ and Long 
Beach is known as the winter Capital 
of Iowa. 

Letters are written to folks back 
home in praise of the flowers, fruits 
and glorious sunshine, but of the thou- 
sands of people who come out each 
winter, very few ever tell of one of 
the biggest and best institutions of the 
state. (Having lived in California for 
five years, superlatives are used spon- 
taneously and will not be suppressed.) 

The County Library System of the 
state is not observed by those who stay 
in the cities and comfortable beach 
resorts. Would that our eastern vis- 
itors might betake themselves into the 
mountains and desert regions, or even 
to the fruit ranches of the more fertile 
plains, where they might see that insti- 
tution in action. Then I am sure that 
the letters back home would contain 
more fine adjectives in praise of the 
system of book distribution, than has 
ever been called forth by the products 
of the soil. 

County Libraries in California mean 
books, the very latest and best books, 
for every man, woman and child in 
the state, no matter how remote he or 
she may be from a center of civiliza- 
tion. With the county seat as the head- 
quarters, books are sent out regularly 
to every village or crossroad post of- 
fice, to be distributed to individuals, 
as the demand arises. Special requests 
are encouraged, so that it is possible 
for a man who has gone to guard a 
great aqueduct in the desert, while re- 
gaining his health, to continue his stud- 








ies to become a civil engineer, by re. 
questing the books he needs. They 
are sent out without any expense to 
him. 

A woman of unusual ability, teach. 
ing in an isolated school far into the 
mountains and desert, expressed her 
appreciation of the very fine juvenile 
books which were sent from the head- 
quarters, by saying: ‘‘The County Li 
brary is the only thing that stands be. 
tween us and utter desolation.”’ 

A prospector in the mountains bor. 
rows books on metals and the various 
kinds of ores from the State Library 
through the County Library headquar- 
ters. The nfen and their families ip 
the lumber camps spend the long eve- 
nings reading the same books which 
are being discussed in New York and 
are criticised in the current magazines, 
beeause the County Library maintains — 
a branch in the camps and makes regu 
lar monthly shipments. Club women 
of the smaller towns receive material 
for their club programs by sending in 
a request to the main library through 
their local branch for material on the 
desired subject. The rural communi — 
ties are given suggestions for parties 
and entertainments, aside from the 
many practical books on fruit growing, 


. 


gardening and farming. The mothers” 
are aided in their child training, and 
food preparation and all practical sub-_ 
jects by the very latest books on the 
Subjects. A postal card request will — 
take any book where the United States — 
mail is delivered. Pe 
Another phase of this very practical” 
system of library service is that by 
which the schools of the county turn” 
over their library funds each year to — 
the County Library, which in turn sup 
plies them with all supplementary — 
reading material for the year. In this” 
way one teacher may use as many a8 — 
seven or eight different sets of read- 
ers during a year at no more expense 
than the cost of one set under the old — 
system, because they can be exchanged — 
from one school to another. In other 
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RESETS: 


words the County iLbrary acts as a 
clearing house and keeps all books 
working most of the school year. Aside 
from the required supplementary 
pooks the children are supplied with 
the very best juvenile books which 
have been selected by an expert in 
buying children’s books. Reading 
habits are formed for the finest litera- 
ture, which will influence the child 
through life. 

Do you wonder that those of us who 
can visualize the small towns and 
rural communities practically without 
book service, back in that wonderfully 
prosperous state of lowa, wish that 
the letters might carry more informa- 
tion about such real advantages as 
County Library Service in California, 
back to the folks who might try a bit 
harder to establish the same workable 
system in their own state?
